Utilities' burning question 



Is it a peasant revolt, Colorado Springs-style? Are our City Council mem- 
bers really prepared to throw off their shackles and do something that 
their better-informed, better-paid, better-educated and visibly smarter sub- 
ordinates at Colorado Springs Utilities don't want them to do? 

It certainly seemed that way at this month's Utilities Board meeting, 
when Council directed CSU to review all options regarding the downtown 
Martin Drake Power Plant, including closure and demolition. 

Significantly, Council instructed Utilities to slow down spending on the 
plant until a final decision is made on its future. That may not be for six 
months or so, when CSU presents a detailed report to the board, which will 
summarize available options and recommend a course of action. 
Comments from the dais were interesting, to say the least. 
Reacting to a young entrepreneur's comment that two prospective hires 
for his "solar garden" had taken one look at the coal-fired dinosaur and 
refused to move here, Bernie Herpin expressed views that others likely 

share — especially my geezer pals. 

"[Colorado Springs ratepayers] want 
plenty of electrons, and they don't want 
to pay much for them," Herpin said. 
"[Drake] is paid for and it's reliable." 

As for those finicky young folk who 
are offended by that — well, Herpin 
implied, they can go somewhere else. 
Brandy Williams took the opposite 
tack, noting that the plant is not just an eyesore but an impediment to local 
economic growth. A majority of Council appeared to agree with her, bring- 
ing the wrecking ball that much closer to the aging power plant ... maybe. 

Council might love to get rid of Drake, please the progressive business 
community, and placate all those finicky young professionals. But don't get 
your hopes up. CSU's managers love their old clunker and will protect it to 
the end. As one appalled senior manager noted, Drake accounts for more 
than one-third of system capacity. Replacing it wouldn't be cheap. 

Alarmed by suggestions that Utilities sell electric generation and transmis- 
sion, CEO Jerry Forte cannily defended traditional municipal socialism. 

"We can only have this discussion because we own [the municipal utili- 
ties system]," Forte said. "We don't have to go hat in hand to someone in 
Minneapolis." That's where Xcel Energy is headquartered. 

Drake isn't just unsightly — it's a major source of air pollution, annually 
emitting thousands of tons of sulfur and nitrogen oxides, along with carbon 
dioxide. The sulfur and nitrogen oxides can be controlled to some extent, 
but there's no economically feasible technology that can remove C02, 
widely believed to be a major driver of global climate change. 

Gas-fired power plants are scarcely emission-free, but they're far cleaner 
than the cleanest coal-burner. According to the Environmental Protection 
Agency, "compared to the average air emissions from coal-fired generation, 
natural gas produces half as much carbon dioxide, less than a third as much 
nitrogen oxides, and one percent as much sulfur oxides at the power plant." 

Utilities, acting as our city's largest (and only!) seven-figure venture 
capitalist, has sunk millions into Neumann Systems, a local company with 
yet-unproven sulfur dioxide removal technology. If it works — and CSU 
officials are sunnily optimistic — it'll give Drake new life, enabling it to 
comply with increasingly stringent emissions standards. 

And remember: Power plants aren't like kitchen appliances. You don't 
throw them away when they break. They're big, simple and durable. You burn 
coal, boil water, turn it to steam, and use the steam to drive turbines. Main- 
tain and replace moving parts as needed, and they'll last for generations. 

So here's Council's dilemma: Do you cling to the cheapest, most polluting 
plant, or do you force ratepayers to bear the cost of building a new gas-fired 
facility away from downtown? Are you ready for the political firestorm? 

I can imagine the response from Jeff Crank and Americans for Pros- 
perity. "Council liberals want to throw away our downtown power plant, 
spend hundreds of millions to please environmental extremists, and send 
you the bill!" 

So unless CSU's report recommends unequivocally that Drake be 
decommissioned and abandoned, the old girl is safe for at least a decade ... 
or at least until all of us grumpy old conservative white guys have shuffled 
off this mortal coil.

Now is the time 
to speak up. 



Residents can't ignore drilling 

Just for a moment, imagine the first oil and gas wells drilled in Colo- 
rado Springs would be 350 feet from The Broadmoor and 350 feet from 
Cheyenne Mountain Zoo. What rules would be put in place to protect these 
gems in our community? 

Those same rules should be adopted to protect the rest of us. 
I was an alternate to the City Oil and Gas Committee, which had two 
objectives: 1) Gather and study information related to oil and gas develop- 
ment, including best practices in Colorado and around the country; and 2) 
involve the public in discussions about oil and gas development and pos- 
sible city regulations (springsgov.com/Page.aspx?NavID=4301). 

As an alternate, I read committee materials and all the Colorado Oil and 
Gas Conservation Commission (COGCC) regulations, sat with the public 
at meetings and, like the public, was not allowed to comment. Having 
attended 11 of the 13 meetings and participated in the field trip to Greeley 
("Greeley: Dealing, and thriving, with reality," City Sage, March 22), I sug- 
gest the time for public comment is long overdue. 

The committee briefed City Council on its work Monday, May 21. The 
public could be there but was not allowed to speak. The citizens get to 

speak at a town hall meeting from 6 to 8 p.m. 

on Thursday, May 24, at the City Adminis- 
tration Building, 30 S. Nevada Ave., #102, 
with public input sought on areas the Oil and 
Gas Committee wants to bring forward to 
City Council at its June 26 formal meeting. 
Our City Council and Mayor Steve Bach 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^h face two crucial decisions regarding city oil 

and gas development. The first is where to 
allow oil and gas exploration and production. Will they allow it in residen- 
tial zones and other zones that include residential neighborhoods, such as 
Mixed Use and Traditional Neighborhood Design areas? 

If they decide that residential areas are acceptable places to drill for 
oil and gas, it will mean that every neighborhood within the city with the 
requisite open space is a potential drilling site. Whether you live near 
The Broadmoor, in Rockrimmon, Briargate, Wolf Ranch, Banning Lewis 
Ranch or any other neighborhood, no place will be off-limits to drilling. 

If you think oil and gas drilling is just an east-side issue, think again. If 
you think your HOA covenants can prohibit drilling under an Oil and Min- 
eral Operations clause, you are wrong. 

Second, the City Council and Mayor Bach will decide what, if any, 
City of Colorado Springs oil and gas rules to adopt. From the PowerPoint 
slides for the May 21 Council presentation, the Oil and Gas Committee has 
identified eight areas for potential regulation: 'Adherence to the City Pre- 
Application and Site Plan Process, Water Quality, Impact Fees & Revenue 
Generation, Land Use Setbacks — Public Notification, High/Low Den- 
sity Considerations, Zoning Districts, Operational Conflict and Copy of 
COGCC Approved Permit." 

There are numerous other areas the committee eliminated from its list 
or failed to consider, but they deserve consideration. Four members of the 
public sent a 22-page matrix with issues and suggestions to the commit- 
tee, along with a two-page memo, on April 11. On May 15, we sent the 
entire City Council and the mayor a 26-page document with concerns and 
suggestions. 

Those documents addressed many issues, including open waste pits; 
local inspectors (COGCC has fewer than 20 inspectors for more than 
40,000 wells); waste-disposal practices that currently allow road spread- 
ing of some wastes; increased setbacks for wells from structures including 
homes; special mitigation for noise; air quality monitoring; and COGCC's 
lack of reporting to the city under a number of circumstances. 

If you want to read the COGCC rules (and I hope the City Council and 
Mayor Bach have done so), go to cogcc.state.co.us and select "Rules," on 
the left side of the page. 

If you have concerns, go to meetings, e-mail every City Council member 
and the mayor, and talk to officials. If you don't want drilling in our neigh- 
borhoods, speak up. If you want adequate local controls on all oil and gas 
operations that minimize impacts to the community, speak up.

A judge's plea for pot

Three-and-a-half years ago, on my 62nd birthday, doctors discovered a 
mass on my pancreas. It turned out to be Stage 3 pancreatic cancer. I 
was told I would be dead in four to six months. 

Today I am in that rare coterie of people who have survived this long with the 
disease. But I did not foresee that after having dedicated myself for 40 years to a 
life of the law, including more than two decades as a New York state judge, my 
quest for ameliorative and palliative care would lead me to marijuana. 

My survival has demanded an enormous price, including months of che- 
motherapy, radiation hell and brutal surgery. For about a year, my cancer 
disappeared, only to return. About a month ago, I started a new and even 
more debilitating course of treatment. Every other week, after receiving an 
IV booster of chemotherapy drugs that takes three hours, I wear a pump 
that slowly injects more of the drugs over the next 48 hours. 

Nausea and pain are constant companions. One struggles to eat enough 
to stave off the dramatic weight loss that is part of this disease. Eating, 
one of the great pleasures of life, has now become a daily battle, with each 
forkful a small victory. 

Every drug prescribed to treat one problem leads to one or two more drugs to 
offset its side effects. Pain medi- 
cation leads to loss of appetite 
and constipation. Anti-nausea 
medication raises glucose levels, 
a serious problem for me with my 
pancreas so compromised. Sleep, 
which might bring respite from 
the miseries of the day, becomes 
increasingly elusive. 



Friends question the 
wisdom of my coming 
out on this issue. 



Inhaled marijuana is the only medicine that gives me some relief from 
nausea, stimulates my appetite, and makes it easier to fall asleep. The oral 
synthetic substitute, Marinol, prescribed by my doctors, was useless. 

Rather than watch the agony of my suffering, friends have chosen, at 
some personal risk, to provide the substance. I find a few puffs of mari- 
juana before dinner gives me ammunition in the battle to eat. A few more 
puffs at bedtime permits desperately needed sleep. 

This is not a law-and-order issue; it is a medical and a human rights 
issue. Being treated at Memorial Sloan Kettering Cancer Center, I am 
receiving the absolute gold standard of medical care. But doctors cannot 
be expected to do what the law prohibits, even when they know it is in the 
best interests of their patients. When palliative care is understood as a fun- 
damental human and medical right, marijuana for medical use should be 
beyond controversy. 

Sixteen states already permit the legitimate clinical use of marijuana, 
and Connecticut is on the cusp of becoming No. 17. The New York State 
Legislature is now debating a bill to recognize marijuana as an effective 
and legitimate medicinal substance and establish a lawful framework 
for its use. The Assembly has passed such bills before, but they went 
nowhere in the state Senate. This year I hope that the outcome will be 
different. 

Cancer is a nonpartisan disease, so ubiquitous that it's impossible to 
imagine that there are legislators whose families have not also been 
touched by this scourge. It is to help all who have been affected by cancer, 
and those who will come after, that I now speak. 

Given my position as a sitting judge still hearing cases, well-meaning 
friends question the wisdom of my coming out on this issue. But I recog- 
nize that fellow cancer sufferers may be unable, for a host of reasons, to 
give voice to our plight. It is another heartbreaking aporia in the world of 
cancer that the one drug that gives relief without deleterious side effects 
remains classified as a narcotic with no medicinal value. 

Because criminalizing an effective medical technique affects the fair 
administration of justice, I feel obliged to speak out as both a judge and a 
cancer patient suffering with a fatal disease. I implore the governor and the 
Legislature of New York, always considered a leader among states, to join 
the forward and humane thinking of 16 other states and pass the medical 
marijuana bill this year. 

Medical science has not yet found a cure, but it is barbaric to deny us 
access to one substance that has proved to ameliorate our suffering.

The filet mignon deception 



If you're one who enjoys a steak dinner now and again, let me ask you 
this question: 

Do you prefer it with a nice sauce, a side of garlicky spinach — or 
maybe some transglutaminase? 
Trans-what-did-he-say? 

Transglutaminase is an enzyme made by the fermentation of bacteria and 
added to meat pieces to make them stick together. 
Yes, "meat glue" — it's what's for dinner! 

This is yet another dandy product from industrialized food purveyors 
that keep inventing new and innovative ways to mess with our dinner for 
their own fun and profit. 

Right about now, you're probably 
asking yourself: "Why do they need to 
glue meat together?" 
Glad you asked. 

It's so the industry can take cheap 
chunks of beef and form them into 
what appears to be a pricey steak. For 
example, that filet mignon you ordered 
at the Slaphappy Steakhouse chain 
recently — was it steak ... or was it transglutaminase? 

By liberally dusting meat pieces with transglutaminase powder, squishing 
them into filet mignon-shaped molds, adding a bit of pressure to bond the 
pieces, and chilling them — voila, four-bucks-a-pound stew meat looks like 
a $25-a-pound filet mignon! 

While meat glue is widely used, corporations peddling molded meat are 
not eager to let us consumers in on their little secret. 

Well, sniffs the meat industry's lobbying group, they have to list trans- 
glutaminase on the ingredient label and stamp the package as "formed" or 
"reformed" meat. 

How honest! Except that most of these glued steaks are peddled as filet 
mignon through high-volume restaurants, hotels, cafeterias and banquet 
halls — where unwitting customers never see the original package or the 
ingredient label. 

This is why we should support truth-in-menu laws. Make them say 
"reformed and glued" filet mignon right on the menu. That simple step lets

Changing times in local print 



As the past week has overflowed with news and rumors throughout the 
Colorado Springs print-media scene, friends and strangers alike have 
offered a variety of messages, in person or by other means. 
The most common themes: 

• "That's really great, you guys taking over the Colorado Springs Busi- 
ness Journal. Can't wait to see what happens." 

• "Why didn't the Independent go ahead and buy the Gazette instead?" 

• "You'd better not be planning to turn the Business Journal into a liberal rag." 

• "Will this hurt the Indyl Because a lot of people would be disappointed." 

• "While you're at it, would you please consider taking over the Hispania 
News, to save it from going away?" 

For us, of course, acquiring the Business Journal has been, and contin- 
ues to be, a very big deal. We officially take ownership on June 1, and the 
CSBJ issue that comes out that day will list our company as owner. 

We're excited about the possibilities, not to mention the challenge of produc- 
ing a second newspaper. Having local ownership, we obviously believe, should 

make a positive difference for the Business Journal, 

which has endured cutbacks in people and resources. 

The reaction so far in public settings has been 
both positive and apprehensive, even from the same 
people. To paraphrase, the city's business commu- 
nity (a) feels glad that somebody local is taking over 
the CSBJ; (b) wants that publication to succeed as a 
visible part of the Springs' economic recovery; and 
(c) will be watching closely to make sure the Inde- 
pendent's "alternative agenda" doesn't influence the 
Business Journal's content in any way. 
Those are fair expectations, and we're sensitive to them. We know, and 
we've been telling people, it's not enough just to say we'll make sure the 
two papers' editorial operations will remain separate, philosophically and 
otherwise. We also have to prove it in the weeks and months ahead. 

At the same time, we have a similar obligation to the Indy's regular read- 
ers, all 142,000 of them. They don't want to see us slip on this end, and 
that's understandable. We aren't deviating from our quest to be the best 
alternative newsweekly anywhere, and that mission will continue because 
it's not just one or two people making the In dy special. We have a full staff 
of writers and editors, designers, salespeople and administrators, and all of 
us share in the responsibility. Nobody is more valuable than anyone else, 
and that will pay off now. 

There's enough on our plate, which is why we aren't a feasible solution 
for Hispania News. All of us in local media knew Bob Armendariz, the 
Hispania News founder, publisher and editor who died three weeks ago. 
Sadly, that paper's fate is uncertain now, unless someone can provide the 
money, energy and commitment. It would be nice, for Armendariz's sake, if 
that could happen. But it'll have to be somebody else. 

As for the Gazette, there was interest last year on this end, but Freedom 
Communications never responded to our inquiries. That implied another 
buyer would be stepping in, most likely MediaNews Group, parent compa- 
ny of the Denver Post. That hasn't happened, but Freedom also hasn't made 
any noise about the Gazette being available for negotiation. 

In the past week, Freedom's current owners — who are really creditors, 
not newspaper companies — have accelerated selling off papers in chunks. 
When all four of Freedom's Texas properties (Odessa, McAllen, Browns- 
ville and Harlingen) were sold to a group of investors based in Dallas, that 
was the clearest signal yet of the company being "dismembered," as one 
former Freedom executive put it on Facebook. Even the flagship Orange 
County Register might be sold soon, if persistent reports are correct. 

Yet, still nothing in terms of a possible Gazette purchaser. Some have 
suggested (perhaps "hoped" is a better word) that billionaire Philip 
Anschutz, after buying The Broadmoor, might empty his pocket change 
and buy the Gazette, simply to control the local message. If there is a secret 
buyer out there, Anschutz still would be the most likely suspect. That said, 
don't be surprised if MediaNews comes back into play. 

But not our company. We're consumed now with two distinct challenges: 
improving and revitalizing the Business Journal, while making sure the 
Independent stays on course. 



That should keep us busy for years to come.

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Desperate times 

A little mental health center that helps the poorest in Colorado Springs faces possible closure

For the past 21 years, Haven House, 
a small Colorado Springs nonprofit, 
has provided free peer-to-peer counsel- 
ing for people with mental illness. But 
over the last two years, it has expanded 
its offerings. 



House stopped serving so many Med- 
icaid patients. Now, she says, Haven 
serves many people referred from the 
Department of Veterans Affairs or the 
corrections program, ComCor. (Haven 
would add homeless people to that list.) 




After losing Medicaid- connected funding, Haven House's executive director Tim Shaw has 
been keeping the nonprofit afloat primarily with volunteers and numerous rummage sales 



Now available: handmade necklaces 
and art, aging kitchen appliances and a 
smattering of used household items. 

After losing its main source of fund- 
ing in 2010, the tiny west-side, walk-in 
center has kept the doors open with the 
spirit and ingenuity of a PTA mom — 
and a heck of a lot of garage sales. In 
fact, last year, $8,000 of the center's 
$18,000 budget came via rummage sales, 
the rest from donations and grants. 

"It's been going on for two years," 
says volunteer Leta Holley, who serves 
as art and marketing director, as well 
as treasurer. "I'm quite burnt out on it." 

For most of its history, Haven House 
leaned on the local, multimillion- 
dollar mental health center now 
called AspenPointe. The arrange- 
ment was simple. 
AspenPointe sent 
a monthly check 
to Haven. In 
exchange, when 
Haven helped 
Medicaid patients, 
AspenPointe billed 
the insurer for 
Haven's services. 

But two years 
ago, in May 2010 

— ironically, Mental Health Month 

— AspenPointe informed Haven it 
would no longer be sending the checks. 
AspenPointe COO Kelly Phillips-Hen- 
ry explains that over the years, Haven

With Medicaid reimbursements no 
longer covering Haven's costs, Aspen- 
Pointe sought to diversify Haven's 
funding, hosting a meeting 15 months 
ago with stakeholders, including the 
VA and ComCor. 

"Partners did show up," Phillips- 
Henry says, "but no one else was inter- 
ested in helping financially support 
Haven House." 

Efforts afoot 

Haven House, which hosted 7,739 
client visits last year, is humble even as 
small nonprofits go. Located in a tiny 
abode on North Walnut Street that was 
gifted via land trust by the city more 
than a decade ago, the center has a few 
rooms with aging furniture, a small 
courtyard and garage. 

Once a rec room, the garage is now 
home to merchandise, donated by sup- 
porters and patients, for the ongoing 
rummage sales. In the kitchen, paint 
is peeling off the ceiling where the 
roof has sprung a leak. But despite 
its modest accommodations, Haven 
House is clearly loved and neatly kept, 
with every nook of space carved out 
for some activity or meeting — Haven 
offers everything from bingo to spiri- 
tual and relationship classes, all free. 

There's also the mark of personality 
that's to be expected in a smaller cen- 
ter. One visitor keeps a shelf stocked 
with books he picks up in free boxes to 



give to others; another tends his own 
little garden in the courtyard. 

Lorie Jarvis, executive director 
of the Colorado Springs branch of 
the National Alliance on Mental Ill- 
ness, says she's heard from commu- 
nity members who say 
Haven is a fundamental 
part of their lives. It 
gives people with men- 
tal illness a home away 
from home, and gives 
family members and 
caregivers much-need- 
ed breaks. She says it 
would be a shame to 
see it close, but she 
worries that could be a 
reality because Haven's 
leaders aren't experi- 
enced fundraisers, and 
in the recession, money 
has been hard to come 
by. 

"Let's face it, there's 
a lot of competition for 
any philanthropic dol- 
lars," she says. "... [Grant] 
processes have become 
much more rigorous, 
and it's difficult for a 
small nonprofit." 

It's evident that the organization's 
sole paid employee, executive director 
Tim Shaw, has the passion to connect 
with the center's clients and the know- 
how to balance its checkbook. But 
Shaw, who currently earns just $6,000 
a year, is no financial expert. The 
same appears to be true of the rest of 
the organization's leadership. They've 

been giving 

presentations 
to potential 
donors, and 
remain quite 
hopeful about 
the future, but 
can't commu- 
nicate a clear 
plan to fund 
the agency. 

"I think this is a worthwhile orga- 
nization," Holley says, with optimism 
coloring her voice. "We have a lot of 
people pulling for us." 

This spring, the agency was close to 
closing its doors until local homeless 
activist Stephen Handen stepped in. 
Handen called potential supporters and 
scraped up enough money to keep the 
center going through July. AspenPointe 
was a major contributor to that cause, 
and also offered to provide Haven with 
free IT, bookkeeping and grantwriting 
services for now. 

"We continue to be involved right

now in trying to help Haven House 
stay afloat," Phillips-Henry says. 
"We're partnering with NAMI to see 
what we can do to support that, but I 
think the clear message is that Aspen- 
Pointe can't support Haven House 
alone; this needs to be a community- 
wide effort." 

'Two-way street' 

Many say there are good reasons to 
keep Haven going. 

"My humble experience is that psy- 
chology and medicine can only go so 
far," Handen offers. "People have other 
needs. We have a need for community 
and friendship and togetherness and 
mutuality and mutual helpfulness. And 
I think Haven House has provided that 
for a number of people over the years. 

"[For] people that are resistant to 
medication, people for whom some of 
the ordinary treatments don't work too 
well, Haven House has a big impact." 

Run mostly by a system of volun- 
teers who have a mental illness and are 
trained in counseling, the center has a 
laid-back vibe. Patients are allowed to 
drop in, hang out, pick up basics like 
canned food, and seek out people to 
talk to when they're ready. 

"We've had men and women come 
in here ... [and] not say a word to peo- 
ple for several months," Shaw notes. 
"And as long as they act appropriate, 
we don't have a problem with that. But 
they'll sit on a couch or they'll sit here 
on the chairs and they'll pay attention 
to the groups. And eventually they'll 
pick out one or maybe two people 
that they feel comfortable enough to 

approach. And 

that's where the 
healing begins." 

Shaw himself is 
a bipolar patient 
who was helped 
by Haven. So was 
Holley, who has 
since recovered 
from depression. 
Board member 
Bryce Snider was addicted to meth 
when he came to Haven several years 
ago. He says regular counseling was 
a turnoff to him, but the accepting 
atmosphere at Haven spoke to him and 
helped him get back on his feet. And 
like many clients before him, Snider 
wants to help Haven — though he can't 
offer much financially. 

"At first it was Haven House helping 
me," he says. "Now I'm looking at it as 
a two-way street. Now I need to start 
helping Haven House more."

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Hill's second home 

The odd living situation of a state Senate candidate leads to questions

Where does Owen Hill live? 
It would seem a simple ques- 
tion for the Republican state Senate 
candidate, but it's not. 

Hill, a 30-year-old Air Force Acad- 
emy graduate, is locked in a primary 
battle against Rep. Larry Liston in the 
newly drawn Senate District 10. Liston 
has served in the state House since 
2005, having been elected to represent 
House District 16, and now has been 
term-limited out of office. Hill ran 
for the state Senate in 2010 and lost 
against Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader John Morse.

At issue is Hill's claim, on at least 
two candidate affidavits filed with the 
Colorado Secretary of State, as well as 
on his voter registration, that he resides 
at his in-laws' address on Pennsylvania 
Avenue — a claim that a number of 
Liston supporters doubt. 



After attempting to contact Hill via 
e-mail and phone to discuss the issue 
of his residency, we caught up with 
him last Thursday, walking out of the 
house he owns on East Madison Street. 

"That's where he has always lived," 
argues Liston. "That's what I know." 

Changing plans 

It was a little after lunchtime, and 
Hill was rushing off to a meeting in 
Denver. 

Later on the phone, he explained 
that his intention had been to sell the 
Madison Street house, and move his 
family of six 
in with his in- 
laws. Accord- 
ing to the El 
Paso County 
assessor's 
website, his 
wife's parents' 
home has 
1,746 square 
feet of livable 
space. 

"We had it 
on the market 
for a little bit, 
and realized 
we needed 
some more 
work to do, 
and took it 
off the market 
for a bit. It'll 
go back on 
just as soon 
as we get that work done," Hill says of 
the Madison home. "This is the issue 
of us trying to work out the personal 
arrangement of what works out best for 
our family." 

Hill originally had his sights set on 
the House District 16 seat, figuring 



Liston's impending departure would 
leave it up for grabs. However, Hill's 
Madison Street home wasn't in that 
district; it was in House District 18, 
which would have pitted him against 
Democratic Rep. Pete Lee. 

So when Hill filed his candidate 
affidavit, he listed his in-laws' address, 
which does fall in HD 16. That docu- 
ment was filed on Oct. 4, 2011. One 
month later, according to the Multiple 
Listing Service (MLS) record obtained 
by the Indy, he put his Madison Street 
home up for sale. 

According to election law, a can- 
didate must live in a district for 12 
months prior to an election date to 
qualify to run in that district. As Luis 
Toro of Colorado Ethics Watch notes, 
that doesn't exactly mean that a candi- 
date must physically live there — just 
the intention of living in that district 
can be enough. 

"Residency is very vague; it depends 
on intent," says Toro. "[Hill] has a 
story that sounds plausible." 

Now, the story gets a little complicat- 
ed. At the same time Hill was preparing 
his run for HD 16, the state Reappor- 
tionment Commission was finalizing its 
redrawing of the lines delineating state 
House and Senate districts. 

On Dec. 12, the Supreme Court 
accepted the reapportionment maps, 
which drew Hill's Madison Street 
address into SD 10. The next day, Hill 
abandoned his run for the House, and 
announced his candidacy for SD 10. 
And that same day, according to the 
MLS listing, he pulled his house off 
the market. 

"Once we realized this was the direc- 
tion we were going with reapportion- 
ment," Hill says, "and since both of the 
houses are in the district — they're lit- 
erally a half a mile from each other — 



we decided that we would go forward 
with what works for us and our family." 

Character issue 

Whether that means he's actually 
living on Madison Street, Hill hasn't 
said. On a number of occasions in one 
week — evenings, over the weekend 
— we noted his Jeep parked in that 
driveway. But since both addresses are 
now in Senate District 10, he should be 
fine, right? 

Not exactly. 

Just as his SD 10 candidate affida- 
vit, filed on Jan. 4, shows his in-laws' 
address as his personal address, so 
does his voter registration. And as Toro 
points out, that could be the more seri- 
ous issue. 

"If what he is saying is that he 
changed his mind, and he's no longer 
moving to his mother-in-law's base- 
ment," Toro says, "then it's no longer 
his residence and he should change it. 
Absolutely. And arguably he has to." 

Especially if he plans to cast a 
primary ballot in June. According to 
state statute: "Any person who votes 
by knowingly giving false information 
regarding the elector's place of present 
residence commits a Class 6 felony." 

Hill hasn't answered repeated 
attempts for a follow-up interview. 

To Liston, it is a question of Hill's 
character. 

"When you are signing legal docu- 
ments, sworn statements and affidavits, 
there is a sense of honesty that you are 
representing what you are saying is 
truthful," Liston says. 

"I am quite stunned that my oppo- 
nent would not represent himself in a 
truthful manner, because I think that it 
goes to the core of his integrity."

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McEvoy pockets $1.15 million 

Dr. Larry McEvoy won't win any popularity 
contests in Colorado Springs, but he'll 
know how Who Wants to Be a Millionaire? 
winners feel. After City Council decided 
Monday not to mount a legal fight over 
his severance agreement, the former 
Memorial Health System CEO walked 
away with afresh $1.15 million in the bank. 

Council, after a lengthy executive 
session with City Attorney Chris Melcher, 
prepared a statement read by Council 
President Scott Hente, saying in part: 
"It is the consensus of the City Council 
that we will direct the City Attorney not 
to pursue legal action opposed to the 
decision of the previous Memorial Health 
System Board of Trustees. While we find 
the actions of the Board personally and 
professionally distasteful and repugnant... 
we believe the previous Board of Trustees 
was operating within their authority. 
To continue to fight this decision would 
expose the taxpayers of this community to 
lengthy and expensive legal action." 

According to various reports, McEvoy 
agreed to the deal on April 19, and when 
Memorial board chair Jim Moore outlined it 
to a Council executive session on April 23, 
there was no immediate objection. A public 
firestorm soon erupted, and Council asked 
the MHS board to reconsider. Instead, on 
April 30, the trustees reaffirmed the deal, 
and that night, according to a Gazette 
report, Moore and McEvoy signed it. The 
next day. Council voted to remove the 
board, but apparently too late. — RR 

Lamborn enjoys trip 

As argued in a recent attack ad from the 
campaign of Robert Blaha, who's looking 
to oust U.S. Rep. Doug Lamborn in the June 
26 primary, part of our congressman's job 
has been to travel to far-flung locations, 
eating top-notch dinners and staying at 
the fanciest hotels, all with his wife by his 
side. And on someone else's dime. 

Example: an eight-day visit to Israel by 
Doug and Jeanie Lamborn, covered bythe 
American Israel Education Foundation. 
Total expense: $22,394.72. 

"Doug Lamborn's big-dollar globetrotting 
on the payroll of special interests is 
illustrative of a Congressman who has been 
captured by Washington's corrupt culture," 
Blaha says in a statement. 

Not true, says Lamborn's spokeswoman, 
Catherine Mortensen: "As a member of 
the Strategic Forces Subcommittee of the 
House Armed Services Committee, Lamborn 
saw first-hand our U.S. dollars invested into 
our key ally's missile defense system. ... 
If the congressman were not participating 
in events like these, he would no doubt be 
accused of not doing his job." — CH 

PCMS funding ban extended 

The House Appropriations Committee has 
renewed a ban on funding expansion of 
the Pinon Canyon Maneuver Site, the 
Pueblo Chieftain reports. 



U.S. Rep. Scott Tipton, R-Colo., inserted 
the ban into the 2013 military construction 
budget, which wonthe House committee's 
approval last week. The move means the 
funding ban is likely to continue for a sixth 
year. 

Tipton doesn't serve on the committee 
but asked Texas Rep. John Culberson, the 
panel's chairman, to extend the freeze on 
funding for expansion. Tipton represents 
areas of southern Colorado, including 
Pueblo and Pinon Canyon. — PZ 

New city clerk chosen 

Mayor Steve Bach has chosen a new city 
clerk from approximately 100 applicants. 
City Council was expected to approve the 
selection of Sarah Johnson on Tuesday 
afternoon, to replace the retired Kathryn 
Young. 

Johnson, from Kentucky, was selected 
after a two-month recruiting process. 
She has 18 years of experience in state 
elections, and most recently served 
seven years as executive director for the 
Kentucky State Board of Elections. 

Johnson will be paid a salary of $11 5,000 
annually. — JAS 

City pools open May 26

the YMCA of the Pikes Peak Region plans 
to open shuttered city swimming holes on 
May 26, including those at Cottonwood 
Creek and Memorial Park recreation 
centers, plus Prospect Lake Beach, Portal 
Pool, Wilson Ranch Pool and Monument 
Valley Pool. The YMCA will not re-open 
the Valley Hi pool. 

Daily pool rateswill range from $5 to $9. 
Two of the pools had been closed since 
2009, according to Kim King, city parks 
administration manager. The city will pay 
as much as $632,350 a yearforthe YMCA 
contract. — JAS 

Election deadline nears 

Ballots for the June 26 primary begin going 
out June 4. But in order to vote in the all- 
mail primary, you must be registered and 
affiliated with a political party.

The public is dead-set against cut- 
ting the FrontRange Express bus, 
a city transit official told City Council 
on Monday. 

Following four public meetings 
on the proposed elimination of 




If FREX survives long enough, the state could 
take over funding the Springs-Denver connection. 



FREX, which takes riders between 
Colorado Springs and Denver, city 
transit planning supervisor David 
Menter reported that his depart- 
ment received 115 comments about 
FREX. Only two supported the 
change. City staff also received 
a citizen petition against cutting 



FREX that attracted 800-plus sig- 
natures. 

Menter says FREX supporters have 
various concerns. 

"A few of them: that it is a well-used 
service; that it provides transit service 
to northern El Paso County, 
which is in the Pikes Peak Rural 
Transportation district; and that 
it should continue until [the Col- 
orado Department of Transpor- 
tation] can take it over... ; and 
that it allows residents to keep 
living here in El Paso County, 
especially when the job market 
locally is so tight." 

Funding FREX has been a 
perennial battle. Once paid for 

Svia a federal grant, with the 
. intention that local governments 
would co-fund it in future years, 
FREX's $2 million budget is 
now covered by grants, ads (on 
buses and shelters), fees, and the 
PPRTA, a voter-approved dedi- 
cated sales tax. 

Mayor Steve Bach's Transit 
Solutions Team recently pro- 
posed cutting FREX by sum- 
mer's end, looking to direct 
its money to other services, likely the 
fixed-route buses that shuttle many poor 
residents to jobs and appointments. 

But others say it's the wrong time 
to cancel the service, which has 
attracted sought-after "choice" rid- 
ers who could otherwise be clogging 
Interstate 25 with cars. And the state 



has said it may take over funding 
FREX soon, and expand the service 
across the Front Range. 

"My concern is if we end FREX it's 
going to be 10 times more difficult to 
restart it 18 months from now, when 
CDOT might be able to take over the 
program," Councilor Merv Bennett said. 

Indeed, many Councilors seemed 
wary of cutting FREX on Monday, 
and mayoral Chief of Staff Laura Neu- 
mann said the mayor's office was also 
looking at alternative options, after 
receiving flak for the proposal. But 
Neumann said transit cuts are needed. 

Transit, which is paid for with city 
general fund dollars and PPRTA dol- 
lars, has had to dip into general fund 
reserves to fund services this year. 
Neumann characterized transit as 
being $800,000 "short" on its budget, 
and thus "unsustainable." That led 
Councilor Brandy Williams to question 
why the city doesn't simply expand the 
general fund budget for transit. 

Voters might ask the same ques- 
tion. In 2004, when voters approved 
funding expansion of transit through 
the PPRTA tax, it was agreed that 
the city would maintain or increase 
its general fund transit budget, which 
was then about $5.7 million. 

Currently, the city's general fund 
transit budget is just $3.6 million, vio- 
lating the PPRTA's "maintenance of 
effort" clause.

Cog Railway will fund shuttle from Manitou Avenue parking lot to Incline, Barr trails 



Anyone who's ever tried 
to find parking near the 
Barr Trail on a June Saturday 
knows the drill: 

Drive up narrow, steep 
Ruxton Avenue dodging hik- 
ers, dogs, train enthusiasts and 
other drivers; hit the gas for 
the final drag up the hill to the 
parking lot, discover there's no 
parking; retreat down the hill, 
again dodging the aforemen- 
tioned hazards. 

Often this fun little journey 
ends by parking illegally and 
quite perilously along the side 
of the road, where the shoulder 
drops steeply into a creek bed 
in spots. 

Believe it or not, road-raged 
would-be hikers aren't the 
only ones who have noticed 



the problems. Residents along 
Ruxton Avenue have been 
complaining for years, and 
parking has been a major piece 
of negotiations to finally make 
the popular Manitou Incline 
trail legal. The owners of 
the Pikes Peak Cog Railway, 
which has its station and park- 
ing lot at the top of Ruxton 
Avenue, have also been wring- 
ing hands. 

As Cog manager Spencer 
Wren puts it, "It's bad, no two 
ways about it." 

Because of crowding in its 
own private parking lot, the 
Cog has run a shuttle for six 
years now, allowing employees 
to park in town, and freeing up 
space in its lot for customers. 
So, when the city government 



came looking for assistance 
with the hiker parking prob- 
lem, Wren says the Cog was 
geared up and ready to help. 

The Cog is currently in 
negotiations with the city of 
Manitou Springs to start a 
pilot shuttle to the Barr park- 
ing lot, from another lot east 
of downtown. 

"It's just kind of a modest 
effort to see if we can allevi- 
ate some of the congestion 
we anticipate this summer," 
Manitou Mayor Marc Snyder 
explains. 

According to Manitou City 
Administrator Jack Benson, a 
14-passenger shuttle bus will 
transport passengers to down- 
town Manitou and the Barr 
trail during summer months, 



running every half-hour during 
peak times. The Cog will run 
the bus and, in exchange, use 
some rented parking spaces for 
its employees. 

Details remain to be ironed 
out, but the city has paid to 
lease a parking lot owned by 
the Tajine Alami restaurant, 
off Manitou Avenue. The lease 
runs from May 24 to Oct. 1, 
and Benson says the city hopes 
to keep the shuttle running 
during that period, though the 
Cog thus far has agreed to 
only June 15 to Aug. 15. 

Benson also notes that the 
city has applied for a grant and 
hopes to expand the program 
in future years.

An eclectic group of artists explores the darker side 
of fairy tales at Pueblo's Sangre de Cristo Arts Center 

Take a step into the Sangre de Cristo Arts Center's White Gallery, and you'll be swal- 
lowed up by an enchanted gauzy forest. At 12)4 feettall and 3 feet wide, each of 40 
cheesecloth panels of painted trees hanging from the ceiling helps create the illusion of 
having just entered a fairy-tale storybook. 
When you first enter, you see trunks of aspens set against a backdrop of bright yellows, 

orange and a ceru- 
lean blue sky. But 
walk in and then turn 
around, and you'll 
find darker colors 
dominate. Shattered 
tempered-glass 

^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ masks peek outfrom 

among the trees and, 

due to Divide artist De Lane Bredvik's clever design, actually cast shadows in the shape of 
either wolves or doves. 

Bredvik created the two-sided panels to represent the "duality of human nature as well 
as the bright and dark side of nature represented in fairytales." His "Waldsterben: SAD 
Sudden Aspen Decline" is part of Sangre's 40-year anniversary exhibit, Fairy Tale Origins: 
The Art of Interpretation, which coincides with the 200-year anniversary of the publication 
of the first collection of the Brothers Grimm fairy tales. 

The 45-year-old artist notes that characters in fairy tales often head into the woods, 
"which is where the transformative power of nature takes place. And you don't know if that 
transformation is going to be positive or negative, whether you'll be greeted by a wolf or 
find your prince." 

On the ground, Ponderosa pine needles and aspen mulch 
from trees that have died from Sudden Aspen Decline together 
create the sensory experience of walking through a forest, and 
also draw attention to the plight of the aspens. (Waldsterben 
means "forest death" in German.) Since SAD has been linked 
to climate change, Bredvik wanted to raise awareness of how 
we're impacting our forests. 

"We each have the potential to be heroes or villains, depend- 
ing on our actions," he says. "What we do every day affects 
other people, affects nature and the climate." 

Other artists in Fairy Tale Origins include Brooklyn-based 
writer and illustrator Paul Zelinsky, who sent three original 
paintings that he's used in retellings of Rumpelstiltskin, Hansel 
and Gretel and 1998 Caldecott Medal winner Rapunzel. Last Leaf Printing will have silk- 
screened prints on display, and artist Kate Jarrett will show bisque-fired ceramics featur- 
ing acrylic-painted "hybrid deer-women," in the words of assistant curator Gabe Wolff. 

Another artist in the show, Alyssa Michelle Chambo, created intricate sterling silver 
jewelry that is decorative and lovely but also in some way ensnares or restrains the female 
wearer. Symbolizing the repression and passivity of women that can be found in several of 
Grimms' fairytales, the work of this recent University of Michigan grad essentially echoes 
the duality present in Bredvik's trees. 

In her senior thesis paper about her jewelry, Chambo writes, "It is something that inter- 
ests me; something that is beautiful can be deceiving and detrimental."

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Going it alone 

Long Way Home shares the story of 
a local artist growing up in the streets

As a child, Bill Hyer hopped trains to find his family. 



When Bill Hyer's father died in a 
hospital in Dalhart, Texas, Bill's 
mother Roberta decided to go stay 
with her father in Colorado Springs. 
She left her son behind at the hospital. 
He was 6 years old. 
After his mom left, he decided to 
track her down. The child hopped 
a freight train from Texas to the 
Springs, where he spent the night 
under a bridge. 

That's the beginning of Hyer's 
story, and part of his biography, 
published this month by the local 
Mother's House Publishing. Long 
Way Home: The Bill Hyer Story tells 
the history of the late Ernest William 
Hyer, who spent 
his retirement 
painting abstracts 
in Colorado 
Springs before he 
died in December 
2010 at age 74. 

It wasn't Hyer, 
however, who 
pushed for a book. 

As a friend 
relayed bits of the 
man's life to her, 
Molly Wingate, 
56, knew it had to 
be shared. As the 
owner of Wing- 
ate Consulting in

Manitou Springs, she often works as a 
"hired pen," so she called him up and 
offered to write his story. She had no 
idea how many fabulous tales would 
follow — including Hyer tying a fly 
lure for Dwight Eisenhower, though 
Wingate couldn't prove that one. 

Hyer told her that when he arrived 
in Colorado, he found his mother and 

grandfather 

at his father's 
funeral. But 
his hopes 
of rejoining 
his family 
were quickly 
dashed, as 
his grandfa- 
ther told him, 
"Every tub ^^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
on its own 

bottom," meaning they were officially 
putting him out on his own. 

Even so, Hyer ultimately graduated 
from Colorado Springs High School 
(now Palmer) in 1955. He went on 
to become a regional manager for a 
chain of grocery stores, a land devel- 
oper and a furniture salesman, among 
other things. 

"He was always very entrepreneur- 
ial — always had at least one or two 
businesses going at a time," says his 
son, Bill James Hyer, 51. 

And no matter what job he was

doing, the man always made time to 
help kids who didn't have homes. 

"He was interested in the kids who 
didn't make it to the soup kitchen," 
says Wingate. He spent time gather- 
ing clothes, blankets and food for 
them, and delivering them personally 
to the kids in the streets. 

His son now carries on Hyer's legacy 

as executive director 

of Bill's Kids (bill- 
skids.org), a two-year- 
old project and soon- 
to-be nonprofit dedi- 
cated to providing 
clothing and shoes for 
transient teenagers. 
"Our basic premise 
is not to preach at the 
transient kids to get 
off the road; it is to 
keep them alive and within reasonable 
health," says the junior Hyer. 

When Bill Hyer decided three years 
ago to tell what he endured, it was for 
the purpose of helping those kids, too. 

Wingate says that through sharing 
his experiences, he wanted to contin- 
ue to urge people to "Do what's right 
in front of you. Don't worry about 
solving homelessness. Just help the 
homeless person that's right in front 
of your house."

At its core, Anne-Marie Kinney's debut, 
Radio Iris, is an up-close-and-personal look at 
the life of 20-something Iris Finch.

As her phone rings 
less and less, her co-workers begin to disap- 
pear, and her boss' requests become more and 
more erratic, Iris busies herself obsessing over 
a man who lives in a room next to her office.

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The Indy hits six local joints to award the title of top margarita

There's an ad for Jose Cuervo in the 
Oct. 9, 1965 issue of the New Yorker, 
showing a smeary painting of a smoky- 
eyed blonde wearing a floral-print hood, 
with the text, "Margarita: More than a 
girl's name." It's got a real Monet-meets- 
Bond-girl vibe, but even better, there's 
an early recipe for the perfect Memorial 
Day weekend drink: "V/2 oz. white Cuer- 
vo Tequila; Vi oz. Triple Sec; 1 oz. fresh 
lime or lemon juice. Shake with shaved 
ice. Serve in a salt-rimmed glass." 

Though almost 50 years have 
passed, not much has changed: Today, 
the International Bartenders Associa- 
tion recommends using 3.5 centiliters 
of tequila (about 1.25 ounces), 2 cen- 
tiliters of Cointreau (a brand of triple 
sec) and 1.5 cl of fresh lime juice. 

Meanwhile, Nate Windham, expert 
mixologist at the Blue Star, does his 
this way: "The one that I make is an 
ounce-and-a-half of a good reposado 
mixing tequila — you know, some- 
thing that's in the $20-to-$30 range," 
he says. "Three-quarters of an ounce 



of triple sec; an ounce-and-a-quarter of 
fresh lime juice; and then I do three- 
quarters of an ounce of simple syrup, 
and maybe a quarter-ounce or so of 
orange juice." 

The bartender, a longtime leader in 
the scene and one of the most respect- 
ed in the city, says a lot of people make 
the mistake of using too expensive a 
tequila in a concoction that, like most 
mixed drinks, is essentially designed 
to cover up the taste of the alcohol. But 
even if you don't want to over-think 
your tequila selection, you should be 
careful with your mixers. 

"Grand Marnier and Gran Gala 
aren't really triple sees, they're more of 
an orange liqueur: they're brandy-based 
as opposed to a grain-neutral spirit 
base," says Windham. "I definitely 
don't like them in a margarita. I think it 
weighs everything down, you know?" 

Additionally, the bartender says, go 
easy on any added sugar, and, for the 
love of all that's holy, skip the sweet- 
and-sour mix. 

"Typically the ones you find in the 
plastic containers are just high-fructose 
corn syrup, and artificial flavoring and 
color," Windham says. "I mean, most 
of the [Mexican] places in town use 
sweet-and-sour, and that's no way to 
make a margarita." 

Hell, high-fructose corn syrup 
wasn't even widely introduced until 
the late '70s, decades after the mar- 
garita took off. 



"Anything that's been around 50 
and 60 years and still gets ordered — 
and besides it's one of the top-selling 
drinks in the world — it's hard to 
argue with that," the bartender says. 
He adds with a laugh, "Even when it's 
made badly, it's a good drink." 

For our competition, we only visited 
Mexican restaurants — as they're the 
most likely to serve a margarita — culling 
from previous Best Of awards, personal 
recommendations and local history. At 
each restaurant, we ordered a house ver- 
sion and what we identified as the most 
unusual offering, on the rocks with salt. 
Drinks were judged based on their overall 
taste, balance of flavors and value. 

The drinks at Crystal Park Can- 

tina (178 Crystal Park Road, Manitou 
Springs, crystalparkcantina.com) offer 
a lot to like — beautiful glassware, 
creative garnishes, and quality that 
feels crafted for enjoyment rather than 
profit. But they prove that one ingredi- 
ent can be the undoing. And when that 
ingredient is lime juice, unfortunately 
it doesn't take much. 

Both the La Cantina ($7) — a mix 
of Sauza Silver, Sun Orchard sweet- 
and-sour mix, Hiram Walker triple sec 
and lime juice — and the lovely pale- 
green-and-flecked Jalapeno Cilantro 
($9) — Patron Silver, eponymous mud- 
dled ingredients, more mix, sec and 
juice — were beaten to death with a 




pucker-generating cudgel; so tart it was 
almost all you tasted. 

The Loop (965 Manitou Ave., Mani- 
tou Springs, theloopatmanitou.com) 
is a local marg monster, having won 
the Indy's Best Of competition four 
years in a row and taking 39 percent 
of all votes cast in the category last 
year. But its house ($7) version offered 
Juarez tequila, usually sold well below 
that $20-to-$30 range, with triple sec, 
sweet-and-sour and lime juice, and it 
tasted like sugary limeade, with almost 
no tequila flavor. 

The Skinny Margarita ($9.50), on 
the other hand, containing only Tequila 
Partida, lime juice and agave nectar, was 
one of the best we tried: boozy, with 
flashes of lime up front, before giving 
way to a slight bitterness that finishes 
on an easy honey note. The menu, with 
mainly fruit options, could use more 
variety, but the Skinny's no pushover. 

On the west side of Powers Boule- 
vard, Jose Muldoon's (5710 S. Care- 
free Circle, josemuldoons.com) dishes 
everything its downtown location does, 
plus a little parking to boot. And you 
can't fault its customer service: A bar- 
tender gave us happy-hour prices on 
our margaritas just for the hell of it. 

Unfortunately, it was the only upside. 
A house version (regularly $5), rimmed 
with chunky salt and an aging lime slice 
and made with Sauza Silver, proved too 
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heavy on the sweet-and-sour, unpleasl 
ness building with each swallow. 

The Pama Margarita ($7.25), which 
glowed a deep reddish-purple at its bot- 
tom, went about the same, except it was 
a pungent pomegranate-raspberry flavor 
trouncing other ingredients. Props for 
value, though: Both drinks were a full 
16 ounces. 

There's little to be said for the margs 
sampled at Salsa Brava (9420 Briar Vil- 
lage Point, #100, rockymtnrg.com/salsa- 
brava), except that the unbalanced and 
overbearing Perfect Patron ($8) will do a 
serious number on your sobriety. In a rocks 
glass sporting melted ice and salt haphaz- 
ardly scattered across its upper half, the 
dark-amber drink featured a combination 
of bianco tequila, orange -flavored liqueurs 
Cointreau and Gran Gala, with some of the 
pre-made house margarita mix thrown in. 

And about that house stuff? It's made 
in five-gallon buckets with Montezuma 
tequila before being poured into a recir- 
culating drink machine behind the bar. 
Being made to consume one ($6.50) 
feels every bit an act of revenge, defying 
Windham's optimism. 

You could probably drink rotgut on 
the creek-side patio at Amanda's Fonda 
(3625 W. Colorado Ave., amandasfonda. 
com) and still be fairly sure your life is 
on the right track. Instead, choosing the 
Fonda Famous House Sauza ($5.50) and 
Patron Anejo ($9.25) margaritas — both 




coming in 
well-salt- 
ed, deep- 
bowled 
clear 

margarita 
glasses 
— only 
makes it 
clearer that, 
yes, streams 
and spirits 
belong together. 

The house 
drink, with its lime 
juice and triple sec, 
was almost buttery, with 
a low, slow burn of alcoholic 
heat to ward off the night chill. 
The Patron didn't exactly feel worth its 
price — there was a lesser intensity of 
flavors, and the balance leaned a little 
hard on the lime side — but a nice, fresh 
orange flavor represented itself well. 

Estela's Mexican Restaurant (925 S. 
Eighth St., estelasmex.com) impresses 
for lots of reasons, not least because 
owner John Morales knows more than 
most about tequila and isn't shy about 
sharing it. 

Unsolicited, he brought over a taste off 
his menu of more than 30 tequilas — a 
list that he hopes will exceed 50 soon — 
and it was as perfect as the two drinks 
we eventually ordered: the Sauza Blanco 
($6) and the Corzo Silver ($8). Like 



every- 
thing 
on the 

menu, each is 
started only with agave 
nectar, Hiram Walker triple 
sec, and fresh lime juice, with 
the Corzo getting some addition- 
al muddled lemon and orange in the 
glass. Though cheaper, the Sauza and its 
bigger taste was a more dynamic drink; 
the gently citrus-y Corzo went down as 
smooth as sap.

Mexican't 

A strong Pueblo legacy only confounds at Jorge's

The fact that Jorge's charges $3 
for chips and salsa, a virtually 
universal freebie, is the first indica- 
tion that something's off. 

"We have to pay for the renova- 
tion," our waitress quips, leaning in 
to be heard over the noisy dining- 
room din that is the soundtrack to 
two of the most dismal Tex-Mex 
meals I've endured. 

Had I not spoken to owner Jorge 
Ayala twice during the 11 -month 
renovation period and learned of 
his half-million-dollar price tag, 
I'd have thought she was joking. 




At Jorge's, stick to the satisfying, omelet-style chili 
rellenos — the only plate with panache that we tried. 



But structural overhauls don't 
come easy, especially when bank- 
rolled on the back of the more- 
than-quarter-century-old Jorge's 
Sombrero in Pueblo. 

And there's nothing funny about 
food that's not just not good, or 
even just a little bad, but literally 
repulsive: Ladies and gents, meet 
Jorge's chorizo. 

When I encountered it in a taco 
on the #1 Combination Plate ($13), I 
first thought of dirt (and not in that 
good, earthy chili way), as if I were 
chewing on wet fertilizer rolled in 
Chimayo chile powder. Morbidly 
curious, I ordered a stuffed sopapilla 
($11) with the offender on my next 
visit. Same game, only this time it 
came wrapped in a quickly sogging 
mound under a decent, if not very 
hot, "hot" pork green chile sauce. 

I'd say the 



chorizo was 
the worst of the 
worst, but that'd 
shortchange the 
nacho cheese dip 
appetizer ($7.50). 
It was watery 
with goopy, stringy, utterly generic- 
tasting cheese lumps — an absolute 
mess that makes what your kid did

with Velveeta and a microwave look 
like culinary masterwork. 

And those aforementioned pay- 
to-play tortilla chips: While the 
crisp ones were good, along with 
the thick, truly spicy salsa, half 
our basket in both visits contained 
chewy chips that appear to have not 
been dried properly post-fry, leav- 
ing them partly oil-logged. 

How do you manage to eff up 
chips, melted cheese and ground 
sausage? To the apparently satis- 
fied 89 percent of Urbanspooners 
— I'm speechless. 

Besides the cho- 
rizo taco, the other 
three elements of 
that combo plate 
were off: the tostada 
bland, the tamale 
bearing a slightly 
burnt corn flavor, 
and the cheese 
enchilada being 
another gummy 
dairy bomb with no 
subtlety. The bean 
dip and guacamole 
($8.50 as an app 
pair), though not 
bad, were both plain. 

The same could 
essentially be said 
for the titular Jorge's Burrito ($8.50), 
a perfectly fine but not outstanding 
mass of chicken, avocado, green chile 
(the mild is extremely so) and fixins. 
Hey, at least it provides two meals. 

Also ranking in the service- 
able range was the Camarones a la 
Diabla ($11), with a loose chile de 
arbol sauce next to decent Mexican 
rice and refried beans. The chur- 
ros ($4.25) were more dense and 
spongy than most, but OK. The 
margaritas ($7 to $9) came big and 
potent, if a little sweet-and-sour- 
dominant for my taste. 

Finally breaking through into the 
land of something I'd return for, the 
omelet-style (versus deep-fried) chili 
rellenos ($10.25) were flavorful and 
nicely drowned in your chile choice. 
But with redemption came relapse: 
a whipped-cream-smothered, off- 
textured flan ($4.25) that somehow 
tasted like cotton candy. I wanted a 
bullfight, not the circus. 

With all that was spent to make 
Jorge's spacious and spiffy, some 
should be spent to improve the food 
quality. Even tourists will see through 
the large Mexican masks on the walls. 
And as it stands, it's not a pretty sight.

Southern exposure 

In the coming months, you'll hear more 
about the tentative October opening of 
Denver's Southern Hospitality (1433 17th 
St., southernhospitalitydenver.com) bar- 
becue. Southern comfort food and bour- 
bon joint. Why? 

Because of star power and a certain 
Colorado Springs connection. Itall started 
with Justin Timberlake's place on the 
Upper EastSide of New York, which quick- 
ly spawned a Hell's Kitchen sister, the 
kind of hip space that lures folks like the 
Yankees' Derek Jeter to celebrate his 
3,000th hit in the VIP room. 

Enter Timberlake's friend and minor 
partner in the Hell's Kitchen location, 
Ryan Tedder — writer of the smash hit 
"Apologize" at his dad's piano in Colorado 
Springs, and attendee of the Colorado 
Springs Christian School his senior year. 
The OneRepublic frontman envisioned an 
SH location in his current home of Denver. 

With the help of his father Gary and the 
newly formed Southern Hospitality Fran- 
chisee Holding Corp., which includes sev- 
eral corporate powerhouses on its man- 
agement team, Tedder plans soon to be a 
shareholder in some 30 nationwide stores 
(independent from the NYC originals). 

"We're positioning ourselves to be 
the greatest restaurant collection of the 
social media age," says Gary. 

The corporate offices for this hopeful 
empire reside with him inside downtown 
Colorado Springs' FirstBank building. And 
chef Victor Matthews, Gary's old friend 
and proprietor of Green Mountain Falls' 
Black Bear restaurant, has been named 
consultant chef of the venture. As such, 
Matthews plans to feed his Paragon Culi- 
nary School graduates into the SH system, 
lend its training systems to the Denver 
hub, and share his extensive bourbon and 
barbecue research. 

Each location, from Nashville and Aus- 
tin to Atlanta, New Orleans and Palo Alto, 
will capture some of its own local color, 
including certain menu items to reflect 
regional cuisine, as well as local craft 
beers and spirits. 

"There are certain celebrity restaurants 
where they lend their name, but that's 
all — the restaurants don't deliver on all 
the levels that we intend to," says Gary. 
"Those with any sense of awareness read- 
ily differentiate between affectation and 
genuine hospitality. For us, it's real." 

Vino for Victorian 

Look for the opening of 2South Wine Bar 

(2southwinebar.com) sometime around 
mid- to late June in the former Deb's Coffee 
House at 2 S. 25th St. Co-owner Rod Quass 
says he and his wife Amy are in the midst 
of overhauling the old Victorian, including 
adding a hood in the kitchen to allow for 
more actual cooking. As for the vino, a 
special preservation system will allow for 
64 wines to be served by the glass. 

Quass says he plans to serve lunch and 
dinner and possibly brunches down the 



road, with small-to-medium plates such 
as charcuterie and cheese plates, salads 
and flatbreads, most with a wine-friendly 
Mediterranean flair. This is the couple's 
first restaurant venture, but they ran a 
high-adventure camp (offering outdoors 
team and leadership training) for more 
than a decade, and operated their own 
gourmet food service in the field. 

True virgin 

Two years after The Olive Tap opened 
in Manitou Springs, downtown Colorado 
Springs is set by month's end to get its own 
gourmet tap-house of monounsaturated 
goodness in the form of Venice Olive Oil 
Co. (109 N. Tejon St., veniceoliveoil.com). 

The company is expanding from Venice 
and Sarasota, Fla., where stores opened in 
August and December 2011, respectively. 
Owner Mike Lamberto acknowledges the 
rapid growth but says itwill likely halt with 
one more Florida location. He came out of 
retirementto open the stores after encoun- 
tering Veronica Foods' 100 percent extra 
virgin olive oil as a housewarming gift. 

Just as at the Manitou market, guests 
will be able to sample from more than 25 
oils and the same number of vinegars, 
mostly hailing from Europe, and fill any- 
thing from a 2-ounce to 12.7-ounce bottle 
($4.95 to $19.95, depending on type). 

"There's nothing cheap about what 
we carry here," says Lamberto, credit- 
ing Veronica, the importer and distribu- 
tor recently profiled in the well-regarded 
book Extra Virginity: The Sublime and 
Scandalous World of Olive Oil. 

Essentially, Lamberto says most com- 
mercial olive oils include other "junk oils" 
even when they say "extra virgin" on the 
label. Veronica imports nothing but the 
good stuff. 

A la carte 

• After taking over the kitchen at Craft- 
wood Inn (404 El Paso Blvd., Manitou 
Springs, craftwood.com) on Feb. 1, Dave 
Cottrill was relieved of those duties this 
past weekend, and plans to return to his 
former stomping ground of Charleston, S.C. 

Craftwood GM E.J. Kelley calls the split 
amicable, and has named sous chef Tim 
Richardson as interim head chef. Richard- 
son started around the same time as Cot- 
trill, and Kelley says he's "pretty confident" 
the young chef will grow into the lead role. 
He'll oversee an "evolving menu concept" 
that factors in popularity and guest feed- 
back as much as seasonality. 

• According to messages on its phone 
and website, the Dutch Kitchen (1025 
Manitou Ave., Manitou Springs, dutch- 
kitchen. net) has closed after 53 years 
in business. Owner Mike Flynn passed 
away last week after a lengthy battle with 
cancer. An outpouring of community sup- 
port, including many fond memories of the 
eatery's famous pies, can be found on the 
site's comment page and Facebook page.

Hidden at the rear of a breezeway near Union Sta- 
tion, Kawa (Polish for "coffee") is well worth find- 
ing. Creative touches distinguish it from other mocha 
lounges, though by appearance it offers the same mod- 
ern decor of corrugated metal, concrete flooring and 
exposed ceiling. The brew comes via High Rise Coffee 
Roasters, and the bagels for an array of sandwiches 
($4 to $7, includes a side) from Olde World Bagel & Deli. 

Though a wet mess, the Polish Boy is weirdly awe- 
some with kielbasa quarters, melted Swiss, a touch of 
barbecue sauce and a dripping heap of smoky, crunchy 
bacon coleslaw on a plain bagel. The Greek Hercules, 
on a spinach-Parmesan bagel, delivers olives, salty feta, 
layered turkey slices, and some veggies under more 
flavorful wetness in the form of tzatziki. The Bee Sting 
($2.75/8 ounces) of two espresso shots, half & half and 
honey is a creamy gratification, finishing with a naturally 
sweet, lingering honey aftertaste. — Matthew Schniper 



132 W. Cimarron St. (no phone or website) 

There's no phone number for the tiny diner located on 
the corner of Cimarron and South Sierra Madre streets 
because there's no usable phone. As owner Larry Ver- 
nacchiotold us from behind a grill, justfeet from the coun- 
ter, "Nobody called." Guesses as to why abound, but the 
weird vibe that comes from three family employees facing 
off with two diners in about 10 square feet couldn't help. 

The food is as straightforward as the space: burg- 
ers, sandwiches and the occasional Italian dish are 
served from behind a red counter with red stools. 
With the diner out of burgers the day we visited, we 
opted for a large, 12-inch Philly cheesesteak ($7.50) 
and a Reuben ($6). Liquid from the latter completely 
soaked the pieces of toasted rye, turning it into ined- 
ible mush, but the Philly was OK, with a fine array of 
mayonnaise-and-cheese-covered shreds of previ- 
ously frozen ribeye, topped with peppers and onions. 
Points for its size-cost ratio. — Bryce Crawford

In the words of a nearby business owner, El Burrito 
Grande is essentially a mom-and-pop Chipotle, just 
not as satisfying. A Peyton location will turn four in 
September, with this expansion having hit the scene 
a couple months back. 

If it's size you like, the outfit doesn't disappoint: 
Co-owner Guadalupe Martin actually ripped my flour 
tortilla clear across on her first stuffing attempt. She 
had to re-wrap the monstrous, wet portion of rice, 
whole pintos, pork chile verde and fillings I'd selected 
(jalapenos, olives, shredded cheese, onion-cilantro 
relish, sour cream). The build-your-own beast, called 
a Dad's Big Burrito ($6.49 with a drink as a daily lunch 
special), easily matches the scale of a Chipotle foil 
brick. But a general plainness outside the hot salsa 
pervades. Like the virtually blank home page on the 
outfit's website, it's missing definable character — a 
study of gustatory neutrality. — Matthew Schniper

seven British retirees who've been 
compelled, for various reasons, to 
outsource their retirement. Evelyn 
(Judi Dench), recently widowed, 
has been left in debt and had to sell 
her London flat. Muriel (Maggie 
Smith), a grouchy bigot, needs a 
cheap new hip. The Ainslies, Doug- 
las and Jean (Bill Nighy, Penelope 
Wilton), went broke bankrolling 
their daughter's failed startup. Gra- 
ham (Tom Wilkinson), a just-retired 
High Court judge, lived in India 
once before and has returned with 
a regretful memory of lost love. 
Madge (Celia Imrie) merely hopes 
for one last chance at romance, 
while Norman (Ronald Pickup) 
hopes for one more one-night stand, 
followed if possible by another and 
then another. 

So here they all are in Jaipur, in 
decline. This setup smacks of post- 
colonial apologia, but apparently 
some internal consensus determined 
that to be too taxing. Why not take 
things easier, and limit ourselves to 
a diverting little rally for affirma- 
tion over resignation? 

True, his name is Sonny and he's 
played with deferential mania by 
the kid from Slumdog Millionaire, 
but our young manager (Dev Patel) 
is just so sincere about his entrepre- 
neurial ambition — which, by the

way, seeks a diversified clientele 
made up not only of doddering Brits 
but also people from "many other 
countries where they don't like old 
people, too." 

As adapted by 01 Parker from 
Deborah Moggach's novel These 
Foolish Things, and stocked with 
that posh ensemble, The Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel offers 
the familiar charms of poise and 
eloquence as trade-offs to any 
discomfiting residue of imperial 
impulse. And it 
gives director 
John Madden, 
most famously 
of Shakespeare 
in Love, every- 
thing he needs 
to mount a 
sturdy counter- 
programming 
campaign 
against early- 
onset summer 
blockbusters. 
For moviego- 
ers of a certain 
age, uncon- 
cerned about 
demographic 
reductionism so 
long as it's within their own demo- 
graphic, this'll do nicely. 

Of course its setting is a pastiche 
of received ideas: the vividly teem- 
ing streets, the propulsive drift of 
microtonal melodies, the food that 
wreaks havoc with delicate diges- 
tive systems. And of course it has 
all the expected turning points: a 
breakup, a hookup, a death in the 
makeshift family. 

But even if it sometimes strains 
credulity, the slightly crowded story 
also has strong sparks of life, as 
when Douglas and Jean discover 
their marriage eroded, by clashing 
worldviews, beyond the safety of 
politeness; or, especially, when Gra- 
ham tells Evelyn about his history 
here, in a stunningly subtle duet 
scene that seems about as good as 
movie acting gets. 

Madden manages a baseline 
of human decency, and therefore 
comes by his affirmations honestly 
enough. Like its namesake, the 
movie itself too readily courts the 
unnatural gloss of the would-be 
tourist trap, and it needs a little 
time to get over that. Agreed, it 
could use some sprucing up, but 
even as-is, this is not the worst 
Exotic Marigold Hotel.

sending him off into retirement. 

Cheaply, MIBII tries to rewind K's 
life-tale to haul him back into service. 
The sequel ends up negating the origi- 
nal's poignancy: We'd seen in K that 
life as an MIB is tough and lonely, 
which gave the humor of MIB real bite. 

So it's wonderful that the MIB 
franchise is back on track with Men 
in Black III. If Hollywood must foist 
endless sequels upon us, instead of 
finding new stories to tell, then this is 
at least the way to do it. 

MIBIII jumps into time -travel, 
which can feel like a huge narrative 
swindle if not handled correctly. But 
the time-wimey stuff here is clever, 
thrilling, even poignant. 

Oh, and the other kicker, and kick 
in the pants of MIBIII We're rewind- 
ing Agent K again, but this time it 
works on all levels: the comedic one, 
the sci-fi one and the dramatic one. 

Alien bad guy Boris (Jemaine Clem- 
ent), whom K put away back in 1969, 
escapes from prison in a deliciously 
sci-fi-funny opening sequence. He 
grabs some time-travel tech and hops 
back to 1969, so that he can advise 
his former self on how to escape K's 
clutches. And then J (Will Smith) 
wakes up in a new alternate reality in 
which Boris was never captured. 

In this reality, in fact, Boris killed 
K in 1969. So J gets his hands on the 
same time-travel doodad and jumps 
back to 1969 so that he can prevent 



Boris from killing K and get the uni- 
verse back on track. 

This is where it gets really splendid. 
Young K is played by Josh Brolin in 
a deliciously droll impersonation of 
Tommy Lee Jones' deadpan. They run 
around New York City in 1969, and if 
you thought modern NYC was loaded 
with alien comedy, wait till you see 
how much fun /// has with the possi- 
bilities temporally present here. 

We kinda already knew this, but 
1969 was an important year in human 
history, and it turns out that it was 
important for K, too, who isn't quite 
yet the dour figure J has always 
known. So what happened to K that 
turned him so taciturn? 

There's so much magnificent stuff 
going on here: Director Barry Son- 
nenfeld stages an alien shootout in 
2012 New York that is a sly satire of a 
standard action scenario. Will Smith 
continues to be irrepressibly engaging 
onscreen. I'm delighted and astonished 
by Michael Stuhlbarg's Griffin, an 
alien refugee in 1969 who assists K 
and J. He is but the three-dimensional 
representation of a five-dimensional 
being who can see all possible futures 
every single moment, and he's sweetly 
comical and bittersweetly melancholy. 

If only all threequels could be this 
entertaining, we wouldn't have to 
complain about sequels at all.

Son Volt frontman Jay Farrar sees collaboration as the key to creativity

It must to be strange being trailed by 
a shadow stretching back almost 20 
years. Hell, it's weird to even bring up 
Uncle Tupelo to Jay Farrar, who with 
future Wilco frontman Jeff Tweedy

formed the band's creative core. Their 
seminal contributions led to a never- 
ending parade of bearded 20-some- 
thing roots artists, and it's hard not to 
view Farrar's career through that prism. 



But that's of no concern to Farrar. 

"I never got into making music to 
get good press, or to really sell a lot 
of records for that matter," says the 
St. Louis-based bandleader. "I got in 
it essentially for personal fulfill- 
ment, to be able to create. And 
that's what keeps me going. People 
definitely get into it for different 
reasons. Having a creative outlet 
was paramount to me." 

It's not that Farrar has run from 
his past; he's just more excited 
about getting onto the next chal- 
lenge. In 2009 he collaborated with 
Death Cab for Cutie's Ben Gibbard 
on songs inspired by Jack Ker- 
ouac's Big Sur as the soundtrack 
to the feature-length documentary, 
One Fast Move or Fm Gone. 

This past February, he released 
New Multitudes, an album of 
Woody Guthrie songs recorded 
with Will Johnson (Centro-matic), 
Jim James (My Morning Jacket) 
and Anders Parker (Varna- 
line). Parker and Farrar had 
— previously collaborated as Gob 
Iron on the 2006 album Death 
Songs for the Living, while John- 
son had played drums in Son Volt 
for a time. Farrar met James at a 
Gram Parsons tribute. The four 
musicians worked together culling 



lyrics from Nora Guthrie's catalog of 
her father's songs. 

"It was just kind of a coalescence 
of all these different friendships com- 
ing together," says Farrar. "When you 
bring together a group of musicians 
from different backgrounds, good 
things start to happen. That was ulti- 
mately a reaffirmation of the reasons 
you get into playing music — to go 
down a path you haven't been before." 

The album mixes pretty folk ballads 
like the haunting "Careless Reckless 
Love," with the title track's lilting 
four-part country harmonies, as well 
as the thumping deathbed blues rave- 
up "No Fear." 

Farrar sees these side-projects as a 
way of venturing outside the more insu- 
lar world he's created with Son Volt. 

"Working with Jack Kerouac's 
words and Woody Guthrie's lyrics was 
an opportunity to sort of step aside 
from what I was normally doing and 
be inspired in a different way," he says.

"There's a tendency with one's own 
lyrics to be a bit self-analytical." 

Farrar still isn't sure how those 
experiences may have influenced the 
upcoming Son Volt album, which is 
planned for an early 2013 release on 
Rounder Records. As with its 2009 pre- 
decessor American Central Dust, Farrar 
says the album will be more acoustical- 
ly focused than the band's early work. 

"I did not play electric guitar on 
American Central Dust — the same 
deal with these new Son Volt record- 
ings. It's drawing more inspiration 
from acoustic-based music, in this 
case, Bakersfield country. We did 
some double fiddle stuff, which I real- 
ly liked doing a lot, and a lot of pedal 
steel guitar." 

Meanwhile, bank on more collabora- 
tive projects down the road. As Farrar 
is quick to point out, "Cross-pollina- 
tion's always a good thing in music."

Son Volt is just one of this year's festival highlights

While Saturday night headliner Son Volt may be the big name on the bill, it really 
wouldn't be the MeadowGrass Festival without three days of distinguished 
musical talent on board. And this weekend's event is no exception. 

In addition to Jay Farrar's celebrated Americana outfit, another main draw is Sun- 
day night headliner Chubby Carrier & the Bayou Swamp Band. Louisiana's Grammy- 
winning Zydeco accordionist is no stranger to MeadowGrass fans, having blown 
away everyone with his performance at last year's festival. 

Other touring artists in Sunday's lineup include eclectic western swingster Dan 
Hicks & the Hot Licks, whose classic "I Scare Myself" is as weirdly spooky as it was 
when he recorded it 40 years ago.

Alt-rock icons return with a kinder, gentler Perry Farrell

Roughly 25 years ago, Los Angeles 
alt-rock outfit Jane's Addiction — 
fresh from signing a big-time contract 
with Warner Bros. — was playing a 
hot-ticket premiere show in San Fran- 
cisco, and the tiny club was packed

with local cognoscenti. But iconoclas- 
tic frontman Perry Farrell had some- 
thing to say as the gig started. 

"Hey, are there any rock journalists 
out there?" he sneered, disdainfully. A 
few proud hands went up in response. 
"Well, guess what — you all have 
giant brains and tiny dicks, and you 
should get the fuck outta my show, 
immediately!" Some writers chuckled. 
Others shrugged and exited, vowing 
never to cover the group again. 



Farrell — now 53 and back with a 
dark, majestic new fourth Jane's Addic- 
tion effort, The Great Escape Artist — 
remembers the incident, and chuckles 
at his own youthful audacity. "Back in 
those days, I did have Warner Broth- 
ers that would market for me, and I 
didn't have to kiss up to anyone," he 
recalls. "Now? You really have to do 
it yourself — there's no other choice, 
no other way, if you wanna do it right. 
You could go to a record company, 
but I wouldn't recommend it. I mean, 
up until this year, I was contractu- 
ally obligated to work with Capitol 
Records. But now we're free." 

Times change. And few artists 
have surfed the showbiz waves better 
than Farrell, who's an avid surfer in 
real life, as well. In '91 — just three 
years after Warner Bros, issued Jane's 
Addiction's sophomore breakthrough, 
Nothing's Shocking — Farrell cre- 
ated today's touring festival prototype 
with Lollapalooza (which has since 
become an annual destination concert). 
In between Jane's albums, he formed 
spinoffs like Porno for Pyros, issued a 
solo set, and launched a platter-spinning 
career under his birth name, DJ Peretz. 
And his pneumatic power drill of a 
voice found regular rotation on HBO, 
when the jagged Jane's anthem "Super- 
hero" was selected as the opening-credit 
theme song for Entourage. 

"This shows you how ridiculous the 
music industry is," Farrell says. "You've 



got a show on television where they're 
playing this song around the clock, 
every day, for eight years straight. And 
Capitol Records doesn't think to release 
it as a single!" He sighs. "I'm lucky I 
have no ulcer. I'm lucky I have a sense 
of humor, because if I didn't I might've 
shot myself in the head, just wondering 
'Why, Lord? Why?'" 

More recently, core Jane's Addiction 
members Dave Navarro and Stephen 
Perkins gravitated back to Farrell for the 
Dave Sitek-enhanced comeback Escape. 
With ethereal new processionals like 
"Underground," "Broken People" and 
"Irresistible Force," the album's title 
matches its theme. "Almost 24 hours a 
day," says Farrell, "we're basically tied 
to our cellphones and our computers. 
What we need more than ever is the 
chance, and a place, to escape." 

Meanwhile, the old antagonistic Far- 
rell persona is long gone, he declares. 
"My wife reminded me of that this 
morning," he says. "I was on a booking 
call and listening to the fees that these 
artists are demanding, and I said, 'How 
do they get to demand that much?' 

"And she said, 'Well, you're always 

— and she used the word 'chal- 
lenging' — people, and these artists 
kissed up to them instead.' So here I 
am today, kissing up to you," he says, 
chuckling. "Because I'd sure love to 
have those same fees!"

Loudon Wainwright III has given musical 
tours through every phase of his life, from 
young dude to dadhood to midlife crisis to 
losing his parents. This time, he surveys it all: 
childhood, adolescence, manhood, marriage, 
parenthood, mortality — and that's just in the 
first song ("The Here &the Now"). It's a jazzy, 
humorous take on life and death, as well as a 
full-on family affair with contributions by all 
four kids and two of theirthree moms (Suzzy 
Roche and Ritamarie Kelly). Kate McGarrigle, 
who's Rufus and Martha Wainwright's mom, is 
also acknowledged via "Overthe Hill," which 
she and Loudon co-wrote. Like John Hiatt, 
Wainwright is a master at alternating humor 
and melancholy. Addressing the indignities of 
aging and his inability to reverse time, Wain- 
wright sums it up best in "Ghost Blues": "I 
don't know what killed me, Lord," he sings. "It 
might have been life." — Lynne Margolis

On Heroes, the Texas troubadour also 
covers Tom Waits, Pearl Jam and Coldplay and 
brings along all kinds of collaborators, including 
Merle Haggard and Sheryl Crow. But the pri- 
mary co-star here is his son Lukas, who plays 
guitar throughout, sings on 10 of the 14 songs, 
wrote three of them, and sounds like an even 
reedierversion of dad when they swap vocals. 
Their collaborations include the dramatic laid- 
back reworking of Pearl Jam's "Just Breathe" 
and Willie's new "Come On Back Jesus," a 
heartfelt plea that urges that John Wayne be 
brought along, too.

Of Monsters and Men travel into uncharted terrain

Iceland has a rich tradition of 
supernatural-themed lore, dating 
back to a mythology that still rever- 
berates. Such as when road con- 
struction will be diverted around, 
say, a giant boulder that's reputedly 
home to elves. 




Of Monsters and Men are inspired by their country's 
mythology: 'Everything's kind of spooky and weird.' 



"It's all around us, and it's almost 
impossible for us not to get inspired 
by all these stories that we hear," 
says Reykjavik native Nanna Hil- 
marsdottir, who crafts her own 
surreal lyrical yarns with her much- 
touted art-rock outfit Of Monsters 
and Men. She and her co-vocalist 
Raggi are "often very intrigued by 
stories, either that we read about or 
that we just tell each other, letting 
our imaginations run wild." 

Which, of course, makes the 
sextet's new My Head Is an Animal 
debut a work of rather exotic — 
and decidedly eccentric — beauty. 
Across Arcade-Fire-quirky musical 
backdrops, the duo harmonizes over 
inexplicably eerie yarns worthy of 
Poe or Saki. 

Take, as an example, the breathy 
album opener "Dirty Paws," which 
coalesced during one of their regular 
yarn-spinning sessions. The song, 
explains Hilmarsdottir, concerns a 
giant female beast named Dirty Paws. 
"She lives in a forest and there's this 
big, epic war going on between the 
birds and the bees, and everything's 
kind of spooky 



and weird. And 
then Dirty Paws 
comes and saves 
the day!

frontiersman who survived a grizzly 
mauling, while the gently stomping 
"King and Lionheart" is an ode to 
the vocalist's kid brother: "He lives in 
Canada, and one night I was missing 
him so much, I wrote a song where 
he's the King and I'm the Lionheart. 

Since we don't see 
each other very much, 
I wanted to create this 
world that we could 
hang around in." 

Back before she 
was strumming solo 
on the Icelandic folk 
scene under the name 
Songbird — or recruit- 
ing the musicians 
who would eventually 
become Of Monsters 
and Men — Hilmars- 
dottir found steady 
work as a kindergarten 
teacher. "It probably 
had a real impact on 
me, just being around 
kids, and kind of 
learning from them, 
as well," she says. "They take every- 
thing in, and it's a really cool thing 
to watch — they're still really excited 
about learning new stuff, and every- 
thing's interesting and intriguing. 
And they get so eager when you're 
telling them stories!" 

It was only two years ago that she 
first added guitarist Brynjar Leifs- 
son, just to enter a hometown battle 
of the bands called Miisiktilraunir. 
The duo won, earning not only a 
spot on the Iceland Airwaves Festi- 
val bill, but recording sessions, too. 
The resulting debut single, "Little 
Talks," involves a ghostly conversa- 
tion between the living and the dead 
inspired by the atmosphere of Hil- 
marsdottir's current residence. 

"See, there was an old couple who 
used to live at my house, and they 
lived there for 30 years or some- 
thing," says Hilmarsdottir, never at a 
loss for words. "The wife had passed 
away, the old man had moved into a 
retirement home, and everything was 
left exactly like they had it." 

Other song inspirations are more 
fanciful, like the whimsical "From 
Finner," about a family 
that zips from shore to 
shore via whale. "Our 
band travels all the time 
on a whale ourselves," 
says the inveterate sto- 
ryteller. "We don't use 
planes! It's easy!"

Springs to perform a set of contemporary country originals on 
a flatbed trailer parked on a closed-off block of Tejon Street. 
The occasion was a video shoot sponsored by local country 
station Y96.9, whose program director, Adam Burnes, was 
hailed by the band as one of "the great minds in radio." The 
Lost Trailers also offered up numerous shout-outs to God and 
country, and performed a country-rap fusion — "When I say 
COUNTRY, you say MUSIC!" — that 
^ made me want to kill myself. (Not 
really, I love that shit.) 

After a frankly disappointing solar 
eclipse, I also managed to catch a 
great set by Conor Bourgal of Chang- 
ing Colors, accompanied by Joe 
Johnson, who along with Briffaut 
put on a Let It Be-style concert on 
the rooftop of a house next door 
to Shuga's. You can watch my pat-

Galluzzo's 
attorney, Robert Galantucci, said 
even $10 a month is a lot for some- 
one who is unemployed to pay. When 
Bergen County prosecutors argued 
that Galluzzo cashed in her pension 
and should have made a lump-sum 
payment, Judge Eugene H. Austin 
upheld the restitution arrangement, 
explaining, "I'm certainly not going to 
require her to pay more to set her up 
for failure so she gets a jail sentence." 
(Bergen County's The Record) 

How happy are you? 

The Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services is funding a panel to 
try to define and measure happiness. 
If successful in determining reliable 
measures of "subjective well-being," 
they could become official statistics. 
The panel, organized by the nonprofit 
National Academies, includes experts 
in psychology and economics and has 
already met with two key figures in the 
U.S. statistical bureaucracy. "There 
has been a lot of momentum," said 
Arthur Stone, a professor of psychiatry 
at Stony Book University who chairs 



the panel. Its budget is $370,000. (The 
Washington Post) 

Everything is wrong 

Wind farms could be contributing 
to climate change and affecting crops, 
according to new research based on sat- 
ellite data of surface temperatures from 
Texas. The findings that wind farms 
actually warm the surface of the land 
underneath them during the night could 
affect efforts to expand wind farms. "I 
feel that wind farms, if spatially large 
enough, might have noticeable impacts 
on local to regional meteorology," said 
Liming Zhou of the State University 
of New York at Albany. John Dabiri, 
director of the California Institute of 
Technology's Center for Bioinspired 
Wind Energy, said Zhou's findings show 
"we need to think carefully about the 
unintended consequences of any large- 
scale energy development, including 
green technologies." (Discovery News) 

Earth has more than one moon, accord- 
ing to an international team of astrono- 
mers, although none is permanent or 
observable. "At any time, there are one or 
two 1 -meter-diameter asteroids in orbit 
around the Earth," Robert Jedicke, an 
astronomer at the University of Hawaii's 
Institute for Astronomy, said, adding 
that about once every 50 years, there's 
one the size of a garbage truck." Jedicke 
explained these Earth-orbiting asteroids 
remain in orbit only until gravity from 
other planets in the solar system dis- 
lodges them, and they go back into orbit 
around the sun. (National Public Radio) 

Big-bang theory 

After an Oklahoma state trooper 
stopped a vehicle for speeding in 
Okmulgee County, he questioned pas- 
senger Davis Lee Williams, 54, about 
a suspicious chemical odor. Williams 
ran away, but the trooper caught him. 
As Williams resisted, his pants ex- 
ploded. Trooper Shiloh Hall said Wil- 
liams had a portable meth lab, known 
as a one-pot lab, in his pants that burst 
during the struggle. He was uninjured 
but arrested. (Tulsa's KOTV-TV)

Medical marijuana news of the week 




i ve goi rignis 



A few weeks back, a story came out of 
Arizona about a company there suing Ned- 
erland, Colo., medical marijuana center 
Today's Health Care II — no relation to the 
local dispensary of the same name, says 
an employee — for failing to pay back a 
$500,000 loan. 

All well and good up to that point, except 
that "instead of forcing the company to 
pay back the loan," reports the Arizona 
Republic, "a Maricopa County Superior 
Court judge told the two Valley business 
partners they were out of luck as far as he 
was concerned." 

It seems that because cannabis is fed- 
erally illegal, some contracts related to it 
are unenforceable. Now, how unenforce- 
able is up for debate. 

The lawsuit was filed in Arizona state 
court, so it's not binding in Colorado 
jurisdictions. Still, it's something to think 
about, says attorney Clifton Black. 

"The same ruling could be made in a law- 
suit for an illegal bet, illegal materials," he 
writes in an e-mail. "I.e. a contract to sell 
illegal bomb making equipment, illegal nar- 
cotics, illegal building materials — asbes- 
tos, prostitution-contract for sex, etc. ..." 

The attorney says creditors should pro- 
tect themselves by not specifically citing 
what the service they're providing is for 
— it's simply entity to entity. Regardless, 
Black says, "This industry is [plagued] 
with obstacles, and this is just one more 
brick in the wall that is blocking the indus- 
try from survival." 



All growed up 



Last weekend, Audrey Hatfield announced 
that her little nonprofit cannabis advoca- 
cy organization, started in late 2010, is a 
full-blown operation with additional staff 
and planned expansion into Denver. 

Coloradans 4 Cannabis Patient Rights 
(c4cpr.org) helps patients find housing, 
pay bills and more. It also publicly protests 
on patients' behalf — as in the courthouse 
gatherings for criminally charged patients 
Bob Crouse and Elisa Kappelmann. It 
began as a Facebook group, which now 
boasts more than 550 members and acts 
as the central hub for patient-focused 
activism in the region. 

We couldn't reach Hatfield in time to get 
details on which, and how many, Denver 
centers will ally with her group, but she 
did send this shout-out: "We would like to 
Thank: Ganja Gourmet; The Hemp Center; 
MMD of Colorado; The Silver Lizard and 
Good Chemistryfor becoming a part of our 
Patient Assistance Program!" writes the 
president. "There will be many more addi- 
tions thru the Summer!"

On track for London 

Looking back on it, perhaps Teresa Edwards viewed her visit to Colorado 
Springs last week as a dress rehearsal. 
Edwards, the most decorated women's basketball player in U.S. history with 
four gold medals and a bronze (more on that shortly) between 1984 and 2000, 
came here as the headlining guest of the Colorado Springs Sports Corp.'s annual 
Olympic Family Luncheon. And Edwards, never known for being reserved, had 
plenty to say in sharing the stage with U.S. Olympic Committee CEO Scott 
Blackmun and longtime former USOC spokesman Mike Moran. 

Actually, Edwards' portion came across like a potential pep talk, and perhaps 
it was, since she will serve as the ceremonial leader of America's delegation to 
the 2012 Summer Olympics, just two months away. In fact, you gotta love it when 
somebody like Edwards, speaking to more than 500 appreciative listeners (about 

the same number as the U.S. Olympic

team), starts talking in language that 
athletes use and understand. Such as: 

"Our [U.S. women's] team in 1996 was 
pivotal to where the women's game is today. 
We trained for a year, and we were kinda 
pissed about what happened in 1992." 

Those Summer Games in Atlanta were 
special to Edwards for many reasons. 
She's a Georgia native and played col- 
lege ball at the University of Georgia. 
She also took the competitors' oath at the 
Atlanta opening ceremony on behalf of 
all the world's athletes, on her 32nd birth- 
day. Then the scrappy 5-foot-ll guard 
led the Americans to their third women's 
basketball gold, avenging their bronze 
disappointment of 1992 at Barcelona. 

"/ don't want to lose a game to anyone, 
especially against foreign countries." 

That came in reference to the U.S. 
women's first breakthrough victory 
against the powerful Soviet Union at 
the 1986 Goodwill Games in Moscow, 
ending the Soviet women's astounding 28-year, 152-game winning streak in inter- 
national competition. But she also talked about being honored to have the singular 
distinction of being the youngest player (at 20 in 1984) and the oldest player (at 36 
in 2000) to earn Olympic gold in women's basketball. 

"When they asked me [to be chef de mission, which means leader of the U.S. 
team], I said, 'That's heavy. That's a lot. What is it?'" 

Blackmun had mentioned that upon learning more, Edwards also took very 
little time to decide on the invitation, saying, "Let me think about it ... yes." 

"/ think there's some really strong legs I'm standing on — not just the USOC, 
but America. " 

That comment came after Moran had rattled off all the duties that come with 
heading the U.S. delegation, including marching in with the American team at the 
opening ceremony. 

"We had some pressure to win in 1984 after what happened in 1980. I reiter- 
ate, don't piss us off. ... We're still kicking the boys' butts." 

Edwards was referring to the bitter aftertaste following the U.S. boycott of the 
1980 Summer Games in Moscow, and responding to the fact that the 1980 team had 
lost to a Colorado Springs boys team, but how that changed in 1984 and beyond. 

Actually, it's a safe bet that we won't be hearing words quite that colorful again 
from Edwards, who probably has been counseled on the need to tone down the 
trash talk — at least in public. But you get the idea that Edwards sees her role as 
being "motivator in chief" for all U.S. athletes. 

And though she's 47 now, you get the distinct impression that Edwards still 
wishes she could have one more chance. Even after her final Olympics in 2000 at 
Sydney, she played two years (2003 and 2004) in the Women's National Basket- 
ball Association, and just last year she stepped in as interim head coach for the 
WNBA's Tulsa Shock. Edwards clearly isn't done with sports in some capacity. 

"I hope this experience [with the Olympic team] is a beginning, not an ending," 
Edwards said, eloquent as always. "Just being part of the Olympics ... it's some- 
thing that calls you back. I can't find anything else to compare to it. I'm always 
seeking higher grounds — that's why I chased basketball into my 40s." 

It's also why Teresa Edwards will never stop chasing her dreams.

Manitou's idea of cleansing 

When adults believe teenagers are dancing too provocatively at a high 
school prom, threatening to turn the event into a Kardashian fam- 
ily reunion or a John Edwards campaign staff meeting, there are several 
acceptable ways to deal with the situation. 

The adults can laugh and show some tolerance, reminding themselves 
that generational differences will always exist and that, by golly, their own 
parents believed the Beatles signaled the end of the world. Or the adults can 
discreetly ask the prom dancers to lighten up and, not wanting to ruin their 
big night, move on to more important chaperone duties. This would include 
occasionally taking the pot-sniffing beagles outside for some fresh air and 
making sure the entire chess club is not lying face-down in the punch bowl. 

However, some experts say the best way for adults to deal with intimate 
prom dancing is to call the teenage girls "whores and sluts" and spray the 
young people's crotch regions with powerful Lysol-brand disinfectant to 
kill, in strict medical terms, the cooties. 

Welcome to the 2012 Manitou Springs High School prom where, according 
to many witnesses, a pair of mothers — one a former school board member 
— volunteering as chaperones decided the dancing had reached near-mating 
levels, and took the widely accepted "whore and Lysol approach." 

The annual prom seemed to be going along just fine, with the kids doing all 
the, uh, usual Manitou things — dancing, laughing, reading each other's palms, 

waving a wing of bat over geography teacher Mr. 

Schmidlap in an effort to turn him into a duck, etc. 

But then grown-ups got involved. The two parent 
chaperones, Jennifer Farmer and Hannah Rockey, 
apparently began barking at the kids for wild dancing. 
One of the mothers, according to a police report, said 
the kids were dancing "like they're having sex with 
their clothes on." (Very personal footnote: I tried hav- 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^™ ing sex with my clothes on a few weeks ago. The first 
problem came when I got my trousers snagged on the rear-view mirror. Then, 
while trying to free myself, I triggered the airbag. Fortunately I was alone.) 

Anyway, Farmer and Rockey accosted the dancers. Disinfectant spray 
filled the air. In addition to crotch-spraying, the mist got into some kids' 
eyes, noses and throats. One student filed a police report against the two 
mothers. According to police, seven other teens said the name-calling and 
disinfectant-spraying took place. The two chaperones were charged with 
harassment — a charge chosen because making a horse's ass of yourself in 
public is not a crime. (See U.S. Congress.) Both women have court dates. 

"At this time I'm under legal counsel and I can't say anything about what 
happened that night," Farmer said to Denver TV station KMGH, her only com- 
ment to media. She probably didn't mean to say she was "under legal counsel" 
because that sounds so dirty. (Farmer was elected and re-elected to Manitou's 
school board, apparently because Hector the Crazy Clown didn't want to run.) 

The lawyer representing the other chaperone, Rockey, told KMGH "there 
was no Lysol" and went on to say that the law firm was conducting its own 
investigation and that perhaps another brand of air freshener was used to spray 
the dancers. (In legal terms this is known as piling uppus da billibus hoursus.) 

From Manitou Springs School District 14 Superintendent Ed Longfield, 
in a statement to media: "The district wants its students to have a fun, safe 
and memorable experience while attending special events such as prom and 
regrets if any student's experience was negatively affected by any unauthor- 
ized parent chaperone actions." 

Translation: We, as educators and administrators, do not spray our kids 
with disinfectant because they dance funny. 

Farmer and Rockey could face up to six months in jail if convicted. 
And I, of all people, am certainly in no position to tell other people 
what to do. (See pants snagged on rear-view mirror.) But if the two women 
thought the prom had some wild and inappropriate behavior, they should 
bring a keener sense of reality with them to incarceration.
